SUGAR WILL HE PASSED OVER 


Tobacco the Next Item of the Tariff 


Bill to Be Considered—House 


Proceed! ii gs. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—The senate to- 


•day disposed of the lumber paragraph, 
•which haa been more-Btubbornly con- 
tested than any feature of the bill thue 
far, by defeating the motion of Senator 
Vest to place white pine on the free 
Hat, yeas 20, noes 38. Tbe contest wua 
mainly significant in breaking party 
lines, which have been maintained with' 
few exceptions, during the early stages 
of the debate. On the final vote eiRht 
DemocratH against Mr. Vuat'e proposi- 
tion, namely: Mesare. Bacon and Clay 
of Georgia, McEuerney of Louiaiaua, 
McLaurin and Tilluian of South Caro- 
lina, Martin of Virginia, Rawliue of 
Utah and White of California. On the 
other baud, Mr, Carter, Republican, 
and Meaera. Cannon and Mantle, silver 
Republicans, voted for the Vest motion. 
Following this vote a substitute to the 
Wileon lumber ecbedule wan defeated, 
17 to 37, and the schedule was agreed to 
as reported. Tnedebatu preceding the 
vote wan at times very breezy, owing to 
the break of political lines. 


A general discussion of the future pro- 


•gram nu the hill occurred before the sen- 
ate adjourned. li led to a ntatemeut by 
Mr. Allison, in charge of tbe bill, that 
'the committee probably would BUbuilt 
amendments to tbe Bu^nr schedule. For 
tbie reason tie announced that the fia^ar 
schedule would tm passed over tomorrow 
and that the tobacco schedule would be 
taken up. 


Mr. Oaffnry of Louisiana opposed the 


duty on white pine and incideti ally 
criticised the position of Mr. Bacon of 
'Georgia, who, he etud, favored a pro- 
tective duty. This the senator from 
•Georgia denied. 


Mr. OaBery announced hie opposition 


to all protective duties, but favored the 
imposition ot duty lor purely revenue 
•purposes. 


With some die pi ay of temper he an* 


nounced tbat there wae not an iota of 
.protection, in his makeup. 


"I favor R duty ou sugar," said he, 


•emphatically, "because the duty goes 
into the treasury of ibe United States. 
You favor protection on articles which 
enables manufacturers of tlioee articles 
to put the equivalent of the duty in 
their own pockets." 


Mr. Bacon and Mr. Cnffery had a 


iharp exchange and seemed about to 
(subside, when Saunter Hoar again 
made some rathur sarcastic references 
to 
Mr. Oaffery'fl ioooueiatency, de- 


Bcribinii him as a free trader, who cried 
Always "suiear, BUgar. qugar," and who 
when the Wilson bill waa before the 
senate, was eo doubtful of what the 
bill would do for sugar that ho voted 
"aye" on tbe «unar nchedule and "no" 
on the llnal paBuaiteof the bill and then 
chanced to "yea."

Mr. Vest's amendment to except white 
pine lumber from the (8 rate was lost, 
20 to 38. Tbe negative vote included 
eight Democrats. 


Heitfeld, Popnliet, who has been vot- 


ing with the Democrats, voted no. Mr. 
Carter, Republican of Montana, voted 
yea, and Quay, Republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, was paired for the amendment. 
Allen of Nebraska, Harris of Kansas 
and Kyle of South Dakota, PopiilietP, 
voted yea, 89 did Cannon of Utah ami 
Mantle of Montana, Republicans. 


Mr. Allison offered a new paragraph, 


which waa agreed to, placisir a duty on 
boxes for fruit, at 30 per cent ad valorem. 
When such bnxeaarn exported t,hnv may 
be reimported at one-half their rato. 


The lumber paragraph a<j a who^i WAS 


then apreed to.

Me. Allison responded tbat it waa pos- 


sible that fiomo amendments might ho 
made to the sugar schedule BO that he 
thought it would bti inexpudiLiit, to «o 
ou with it tomorrow.

equal folly to reproach the Republican 
party because it has not in three months 
overcome the effect of four years of na- 
tional mismanagement. 


And this reproach comes with particu- 


larlybad grace Irom representatives ol the 
Democracy. It is too much as if an in- 
dividual who had spilled the milk ehould 
chide another pereon becauBe the pail 
was empty. The pail can be refilled 
when the'cow i. milked, but the milk- 
ins operation ie only po«ihlc, or ad- 
visable, at certain times of day, and it 
requires an expenditure ol some time 
and effort. Tho Democracy was In con 
trol ol tbla government from 1603 to 
1897. When it aasumed power, the na 
tional debt had been constantly aimin 
iahed lor a quarter ol a century or more 
For tbe first time in that o.narter of 
century the Democracy increased that 
debt. Tbe decrease under the adminis- 
tration ol Benjamin UarriBon was more 
than a quarter of u billion dollars; un- 
der tbe last administration of Graver 
Cleveland the increase was a little more 
than the tame amount. For the first 
time since the war tbe debt was In- 
creased. At the same time Britiau and 
American bankers were given an oppor- 
tunity to make millions of dollars by 
the purchase of our bonds at less than 
their value. That business depression 
ihould reiult from this wanton misman- 
•gBrnent was inevitable, and it did fol-
